Knowing our Adversary (Part VI) 



Now it was Nimrod who excited them to such an affront 
and contempt of God. He was the grandson of Ham, 
the son of Noah, a bold man, and of great strength of 
hand. He persuaded them not to ascribe it to God, as if 
it were through his means they were happy, but to 
believe that it was their own courage which procured 
that happiness. He also gradually changed the 
government into tyranny, seeing no other way of 
turning men from the fear of God, but to bring them 
into a constant dependence on his power. 
Josephus "The Antiquities of the Jews" 

I would like to go back for a moment to the words of Josephus I 
quoted in part 4 of this series to bring out another point. I must admit 
I have no idea what type of man Josephus was, but It's really 
staggering to me just how much spiritual insight and clarity this man had nearly two millennia ago into the goals of 
Nimrod's kingdom As far as I am concerned you could just as well take out Nimrod's name and substitute 
Satan, for it was his agenda that Nimrod was really pursuing. 

I commented previously on the reality that Nimrod/Satan wanting men to think that it was by their own hand that 
they shaped their futures was still evident today. We can plainly see Satan's flattery tactic in action here. The very 
next sentence shows the fear tactic being set in place, the gradual turning of men from fear of God to fear of their 
totalitarian government. 

For rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry. 
Because thou hast rejected the word of the LORD, he hath also rejected thee from 
being king. 

1 Samuel 15:23 (KJV) O 

Whether we are speaking of the men building the Tower of Babel, Adam and Eve in the garden or any other 
story from the bible the goal of Satan is the same. To get us to do his will while thinking it is our own will that we 
are doing, even to the point of giving ourselves the credit for coming up with the idea ourselves! Although we 
may think we are doing our own will the fact is that we have actually been manipulated into doing Satan's. And 
when we choose of our own free wills to do Satan's will we are actually rebelling against God, that is why for all 
intent and purposes there is no difference between rebellion and witchcraft. Both the rebel and the witch 
inevitably serve Satan. 

Submit yourselves therefore to God. Resist the devil, and he will flee from you. 
James 4:7 (KJV) □ 

Once we understand that Satan uses flattery and fear to compel us to do his will, and realize that to do our will is 
to do his will, we have a choice to make; Whether to submit to Satan's will or resist it. 




And he said unto them, Render therefore unto Caesar the things which be Caesar's, 
and unto God the things which be God's.

Obey them that have the rule over you, and submit yourselves : for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give account, that they may do it with joy, and not with grief: 
for that is unprofitable for you. 
Hebrews 13:17 (KJV)© 

Of all the lessons that God has shown me this one is perhaps the most challenging, to differentiate between what 
submission is due to Caesar and what is due God. It is also a very hard thing to do for many of us, to submit to 
the powers that be even when they are demonstrably disagreeable and eviL 

Servants, be subject to your masters with all fear; not only to the good and gentle, but 
also to the fro ward. 
1 Peter 2:18 (KJV) 

As of now we are facing the increasing loss of liberties in America, invasive pat downs and naked body scanners 
at airports as of now, with much more to come. This teaching is perhaps the most important you will ever 
consider, and it may mean the difference between life and death for many of us in the near future. I believe that 
we must consider this matter now while we still have clarity of thought, and resolve to abide in it and not waver 
even when our flesh wants to lash out in revenge or anger, or when we are tempted to trade our principles for 
some temporary security. 

The key to discerning between what allegiance is due Caesar and God in all matters is to ask ourselves one 
simple question: Will obeying the government cause us to sin against God? If so it is only then that we must 
disobey, if not we must always obey the government, even when we vehemently disagree with what they are 
doing. Study 1 Peter 2:13-25 O and Romans 13 for more clarity. 

I believe in this matter we can once again turn to the mysteries of ancient Babylon for a lesson or two in how we 
are to deal with a corrupt totalitarian world government as Christians. 
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
